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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1. The amendment to the specification is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment shall 
introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention.

Additionally, the amendment to 
the drawings showing the belt and roller relationship constitutes new matter. 
Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action.
